celebrated what has gone into-history as 
the Gloomy Thanksgiving,” the saddest 
day they have ever had, 

At this time the governor of the prov- 
ince of Massachusetts Bay was the Hon 
Samuel Shute, a man hated’and despised: 
by the people over whom he ruled, for 
even as early as 1721 the New England- 
ers were sturred by the wrongs they suf- 
fered under the king, George I, and the 
royal governors, who were only too 
glad to carry out his oppressive meas- 


ures, 

Samuel Shute was a high Tory, while 
the legislature of the colony, chosen by 
the people, was in direct opposition to 
him, and this difference in principlesled. 
to constant conflicts, The governor on 
coming into power devoted himself to |. 
enforcing the arbitrary and_jnconsider- 
ate acts of the English parliament, in 
breaking up the profitable commerce in 
lumber on the ground that afl the ‘fine 
treés must be saved for the king’s navy. 

So today in some of the oldest woods 
of Massachusetts trees can be found 
marked with the broad arrow that de- 
noted royal ownership. 

So matters went from bad to worse,

Obituary. 
PROF. THEODORE C. PEASE. 
The sudden death of Rev. Theodore C+ 
Pease, professor of sacred rhetoric at the 
Seminary, early Monday morning, came 


ras a shock to the community, and es- 


pecially fo his. large ale of personal 
friends on the Hill. His death was the 
result of an attack of typhoid fever, and 
he had been ill about three weeks. 

Prof. Pease was born in Somers, Conn., 
in the year 1853. He prepared for col- | 
lege in the schools of his native town and 
the Springfield high School, and gradu 
ated with distinction from Harvard with 
the class of 75. Among the honors he 
received, the appointment of class poet 
was one. After graduating from college 
he taught for a year, then entered Ando- 
ver Theological § Seminary, graduating in 
1879. The same year he accepted thé 
pastorate of the Congregational Church 
at West Lebanon, N.H., where he fre- 
mained with constantly growing success 
and influence until some nine years ago, 
when he resigned to accept the pastorate 


of the First Congregational Church at 


Malden. Here his success continued ina 
still more marked degree, and hd gained 
an enviable reputation for his brilliant 
pulpit efforts, culture, and devotion to

‘A Valuable ‘Memorial. 


Editor of the Townsman: 


The-residents_inAndover should be __ 


specially interested in a memorial vol- 
ume recently issued from the press, It 
is a tribute to the Hon. Josiah Gardner 
Abbott of Boston,’ whose ancestors for 
several generations were prominent in- 
habitants of Andover. ‘The principal 
contribution is from the “pen of Hon. 
Charles Cowley of Lowell, who studied 
law with Judge Abbott when the latter 
was practising in the Spindle City. This 
partakes of the two-fold nature of a eu- 
logy and a biography, and it has all the 


stirring eloquence which a genuine affec- 


tion could inspire. 

Judge Abbott was born in Chelmsford, 
Middlesex Co., Mass., on Nov. }¥, 1814, 
One of his early teachers was Ralph 
Waldo Emergon, He entered Harvard 
university in 1828, graduated in 1832, and: 
fora time taught the Fitchburg Acad- 
emy. He studied law with Joel Adams 
of Chelmsford and Nathaniel Wright of 
Lowell, and was admitted to the bar in 
the latter city, where he resided until 
1861, when he removed. to Boston. He: 
served in the Legislature, on the Bench 
of the Superior Court, in Congress and 
on the Electoral Commission in 1877. He. 
was offered a position in Prest, Cleve- 
land’s first Cabinet and on the Bench of 
Supreme Court, and once (at the open- 
ing of the Civil.War) was nominated for 
Attorney-General on the Republican 
ticket (though he was a lifelong Demo- 
crat); but he declined all these positions 
for reasons personal to himself, He sus- 


tained the Union during the trying times... 


of the Rebellion, and three of his sons 
served as officers in the Federal army, 
two of whom were martyrs to the cause 
they had espoused. Judge Abbott died 
at his summer home in Wellesley ees 
on June 2, 1891 

No man did more than Judge Abbott 
to establish bhe prosperous manufactures 
in the city of Lawrence, and for 15 years 
(1861-76) he wis the presiddpt of the At- 
lantic Cotton Mills there, also had 
much to do with the same industry at 
Lowell and at Lewiston, Me. He was 
president of the Boston & Lowell R. R. 
from 1879 to 1884 and was influential in 
many other business énterprises. Yet 
prosperity did not change the essential 
nature of the man, who from first to last 
remained a true nobleman of the Ameri- 
can type—unostentatious, sympathetic, 
courteous and affable ‘to the humble as 
well as to the great. , 

Judge Cowley’s sketch is inearvian of 
unstinted praise for its.admirable lit- 
erary qualities as well as for its sincere 
feeling. It is accompanied. by letters 
from distinguished men in public life 
and the proceedings of the Middlesex and 
Boston lawyers after the death of its 
subject. In an appendix is given the 
draft of a protest, drawn up by Judge 
Abbott, against the award of the Elec- 
toral Commission by which the Presi- 
dency was given to Gen, R. B. Hayes. 
This document is of permanent historic 
interest. The volume is enriched with a: 
fine portrait of Judge Abbott. _

A TERRIBLE STORM. 


Wrecks and Loss of Life Off

hundred persons were drowned between 
noon Saturday and noon yesterday. at 
Calais and in the immediate neighborhood, 
Fifty bodies have been recovered. ‘'hrough- 
out Saturday night and yesterday reports 
of shipwreck were received almost inces- 
santly, i 

Dispatches received from Banff say 
that the seashore for 80 miles is strewn 
withthe wreckage of three vessels. 

The schooner Pioneer of Hull was the 
first veséel stranded on Friday evening.

A BAD RECORD. 


Rallroad Accidents Have Caused a Reign 
of Terror In Massachusetts. 


‘Boston,’ Nov, -21.—July,. August. and 
September were bloody months in Massa- 
chusetts. During that period there were 
recorded 813 accidents. . It has been_ well 
characterised by some the “reign of ter- 
ror,” for scarcely a day passed on which 
there was not at least one disaster reported 
in the state. Tie two most disastrous 
catastrophes were Chester and North At- 
tleboro. j 

‘According to the law in such matters, a 
report of éach accident must be written 
out as soon as possible and forwarded to 
the-railroad. com migsioners,.;.The reports 
were brought in during the months men- 
by every mail. till the number

These accidents. involved directly 852 
persons. Eighty-seven were killed in- 


stantaneously, or practically so, as they 
died within a few. moments; 269 were in- 
jured, and the majority of these bear the 
memory of their perilous escapes in the 
shape of maimed limbs or the loss of the 
same.
